An Expression of Simple Regret Not Suf- 
fioent for So Grave an Insult to the 
American People-The Whole Con- 
troversy Fully Reviewed—Official 
Correspondence Between the Repre- 
sentatives of the Two Governments— 
Chili Aske for Further Delay—Buying 
Ships of War in France—How the Mes- 
sage Was Received. 


WasnrxnoTor, D. C., Jan. 2%.—The special 
message of President Harrison on the Chilian 
controversy, together with the text of the 
voluminous diplomatic correspondence bear- 
ing on the questions at issue, were presented 
to both houses of Congress at noon to-day. 
Tne document is a strong presenta- 
tion of the grievances of the United States 
against the Chilian republic, commenda- 
tory of the course pursued by Minister Egan, 
and an arraignment of Chill for a lack of ap- 
preciation of the gravity of the insult offered 
this government by the attack onthe Ameri- 
can sallors at Valparaiso. 

The President informs Congress that he has 
demanded that Chili apologize for the act of 
the Valparaiso mob; that full reparation be 
made for the injuries inflicted, and that the 
offensive official note ofthe Chilian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs be withdrawn. 

If Chili declines to do these things, dip- 
jomatic relations with that Government will 
be severed. 

The President in conclusion asks that Con- 
gress enforce these demands, and says that 
Mr. Egan’s recall will not be considered until 
these matters are disposed of. 

The fulltext of the message and official 
correspondence follows: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: 

In my annual message, delivered to Con- 
gress at the beginning of the present session, 
after a brief statement of the facts then in 
the possession of this Government, touching 
the assault in the streets of Valparaiso, Chill, 
upon the sailors of the United States steam- 
ship Baltimore onthe evening of the 16th of 
October last, I said: This Government is 
now awaiting the result of an 
investigation, which has deen con- 
ducted by the criminal court at 
Valparaiso. It is reported unofficially that 
the investigation is about completed, and 
it is expected that the result will soon be 
communicated tothis Government, together 
with some adequate and satisfactory 
response to the note by which the atten- 
tion of Chili was called to this incident. If 
these just expectations should be disap- 
pointed or further needless delay intervene, 
| will by a special message bring this matter 
again to the attention of Congress for such 
action as may be necessary.’’ 

In my opinion the time has now come when 
! should lay before the Congress and the 
country the correspondence between this 
CLovernmentand the Government of Chill, 
from the time of the breaking out of the revo- 
lullon against Balmaceda, together with all 
other facts in the possession of the Executive 
Department relating to this matter. The 
Ciplomatiec correspondence is herewith trans- 
mitted, together with the correspondence be- 
tWeen the naval officers for the time in 
command in Ohillan,waters and the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and alsothe evidence taken 
atthe Mare Island navy yard since the ar- 
rival of the Baltimore at San Francisco. {do 
not deem it necessary in this communication 
to attempt any full analysis of the cor- 
respondence or of the evidence.

and seemed very cleariv to sup- 
port Mr. Egan's contention that a 
safe conduct to neutral territory was neces- 
ary.and acknowledged incident of the 
asylum. Those refugees have very recently 
without formal safe conduct, but by the ac- 
quiescence ofthe Chilfan authorities, been 
placed on board the Yorktown, and are now 
being conveyed to Callao, Peru. This inct- 
dent might be considered wholly closed, 
but for the disrespect manifested toward 
this Government by the close and offen- 
sive police surveillance of the Legation 
premises which was maintained during most 
of the period of the stay of the refugees 
therein. After the date of my annual mes- 
sage and up to the time of the transfer of the 
refugees to the Yorktown the Legation prem- 
ises seem to have been surrounded by police 
in uniform and police agents or detectives in 
citizen’s dress who offensively scrutinized 
persons entering or leaving the le- 
gation, and on one or more occasions 
arrested members of the Minister’s 
family. Commander Evans, who by my di- 
rection recently visited Mr. Egan at San- 
tiago, in his telegram to the Navy Depart- 
ment, described the Legation as a ver- 
itable prison“ and states that the police 
ee or detectives were, after his arrival, 
withdrawn during his stay. Itappears fur- 
ther, from the note of Mr. Egan of Nov. 2, 
1891, that on one occasion at least those 
polige agents,whom he declares to be known 
to im, invaded the Legation premises,

This breach of therightof a Minister to 
freedom from police espionage and restraint 
seems to have n 80 flagrant thatthe Ar- 
gentine Minister, who was Dean of the Diplo- 
matic corps, having noticed it, felt called 
upon to protest against it to the Chilian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. The Chilian au- 
thorities have, as will be observed from the 
correspondence, charged the refugees and the 
inmates of the Legation with insulting the 
police; but it seems to me increditable that 
men whose lives were in jeopardy and whose 
safety cauld only be secured by retirement 
and guietness should have sought to provoke 
a collision which could only end in their 
destruction orto aggravate their condition 
by intensifying a popular feeling that, at one 
time, so threatened the L@gation as to require 
7 to appeal to the Minister of Foreign 
rs 


But the most se- 
rious incident dis- 
closed by the corre- 
spondence is that of 
the attack upon the sailors of the Baltimore 
in the streets of Valparaiso on the 16th of 
October last. In my annual message, speak- 
ing upon the information then in my pos- 
session, I said: ‘‘Sofaras I have yet been 
able to learn, no other explanation of this 
bloody work has been suggested than that it 
had its origin in hostflity to these men as 


ratlors of the United States, wearing the 
uniform of their Government, and not in any 
individual act or personal animosity. 

We have now received from the Chiltan 
Government an abstract of the conclusions 
of the fiscal general upon the testimony 
taken by the Judge of Crimes in an investi- 
gation, which was made to extend over 
nearly three months. Ivery much regret to 
be compelled to say that this report does not 
enable me to modify the conclusion an- 
nounced in my annual message. Iam still of 
the opinion that our sailors were assaulted, 
beaten, stabbed and killed, not for any- 
thing they or any one of them had done, but 
for what the Government of the United 
States had done, or was charged with having 
done, by its civil officers and naval com- 
manders. It that de the true aspect of the 
case, the injury was to the Government of 
the United States, notto those poor sallors, 
who were assaulted in a manner so brutal 
and so cowardly. 

Before attempting to give an outline of the 
facts upon which this conclusion rests, I 
think it right to say a word or two upon the 
legal aspect of the case. The Baltimore was 
in the harbor of Valparaiso by virtue of that 
general invitation which nations are held to 
extend tothe war vessels of other powers 
with which they have friendly relations. 
This “invitation, I think, must be heid 
ordinarily to embrace the privilege of such 
communication with the shore asis reason- 
able, necessary and proper forthe comfort 
and convenience of the officers and men of 
such vessels. Capt. Schiey testifies that 
when his vessel returned to Valparaiso on 
Sept. 14, the city officers, as is customary, 
extended the hospitalities ofthecity to his 
officers and crew. 

It is not claimed that every personal col- 
lision or injury in which a sailor or officer of 
such naval vessel visiting the shore may de 
involved, raises an international question; 
but lam clearly of the opinion that were 
such sailors or officers assaulted by a res- 
ident pupulace, animated by hos- 
tility to the Government whose uni- 
form those sailors and officers wear 
and in resentment of acts done by their Gov- 
ernment, not by them, their nation must 
take notice of the event as one involving an 
infraction of its rights and dignity; notina 
secondary way, as where a citizen is injured 
and presents his claim through his own 
Government, but in a primary way, precisely 
as if its Minister or Consul or the 
flag itself had been the object of the same 
character of assault. The officers and sallors 
of the Baltimore were in the harbor of Valpa- 
raiso under the orders of their Government, 
not by their own choice. They were upon 
the shore by the implie invitation 
of the Government of Chill and with 
the approval of their commanding officer, 
and it does not distinguish their case from 
that of a Consul that his stay is more perma- 
nent orthat he holds the express invitation 
of the local Government to justify his long 
residence. Nor does it affect the question 
that the injury was the act of a 
mob. If there had been partici- 

ation by the police or military 

n this cruel work and no negiect on their 
part to extend protection, the case would 
still be, in my opinion, when its extent and 
character are considered, involying interna- 
tional rights. The incidents of the affair are 
briefly as follows: 

On the i6th day or October last Capt. 
Schley, commanding the United States 
steamer Baltimore, gave shore leave to 117 
petty officers and sailors of his ship. These 
men left the ship about 1:30 p, m. Noincl- 
dent of violence occurred; none of our men 
were arrested; no complaint was lodged 
against them; nor did any coUision or 
outbreak occur until about 6 o’clock p. m. 
Capt. Schley states that he was the first on 
shore, and on the streets of the city until 5:30 
p. m.; that he met very many of his men 
who were upon leave; that they were sober 
and were conducting themselves with pro- 
priety, saluting Chilian end other afficers as 
they met them. Other officers of the 
ship and Capt. Jenkins of the merchant 
ship Keweenaw corroborate Capt. Schley 
as to the general sobriety and good behavior 
of our men.

REPORT OF THE’ tendente of Oct. 80 
CHILIAN OFFICIAL states that the fight be- 
a n ass p. m. in three 

streets which are named, that information 
was received at the intendencia at 6:15 p. m. 
and that the police arrived on the scene at 
6:30, a full half hour after the assault begun. 
At that time he saysamob of 2,000 men had 
collected and that for several squares there 
was the appearance of a ‘‘real battle-field.’’ 


The scene at this point is very graphically 
set before us by the Chillan testimony. The 
American sallors, who, after so long an ex- 
amination have not been found guilty of any 
breach of the peace so far as the Chilian 
authorities are able to discover, unarmed }| 
and defenseless, are fleeing for their 
lives, ursued by overwhelming numbers 
and fighting only to aid their own esca 
from death or to succor some man whose life 
is in — rill. Eighteen of them were 
brutally stabbed and beaten, while one 
Chillan seems from the report to have suf- 
fered some injury; but how serious or with 
what Character of weapon, or whether by a 
missile thrown by our men or by some of his 
fellow- rioters is unascertained. 

The pretense that our men were fighting 
‘‘with stones, clubs and bright arms“ 
in view of these facts is incredible. It Its 
further refuted by the fact that our prisoners 
when searched were absolutely without arms, 
only seven pen-knives being found in the 
possession of the men arrested, while there 
were received by our men more than thifty- 
stab wounds, eve one of which was 
inflicted inthe back and almost every con- 


head. The evidence of the ship’s officer of 
the day is that even the jack-knives of the 
2 were taken from them before leaving the 
ship. 

As to the brutal nature of the treatment re- 
celved by our men, the following extract 
from the account given of the affair by 
La Patria, a newspaperof Valparaiso, of 
Oct. 16, cannot be regarded as too friendly. 
The Yankees, as soon as their pursuers 
gave chase, went by way ofthe Calle Del 
Arsenal towards the city car station. 
In the presence of an ordinary number 
of citizens, among whom were some 
sailors, the North Americans took seats 
inthe street car to escape from the stones 
which the Chilians threw at them. It was 
believed for an instant that the North 
Americans had saved themselve from popular 
fury, but such was not the case. Scarcely 
had the car begtin to move when a crowd 
gathered around to stopits progress. Under 
these circuntstances and without any ceéssa- 
tion of the howling and throwing of stones at 
the North Americans the conductor entered 
the car and seeing the risk of the situa- 
tion to the vehicle told them to gt out. At 
the instant the sailors left the car in the 
midst of halilstones, the conductor receiving 
a stone blow on the head. One of the 
Yankee satlors managed to escape in the 
direction ofthe Plaza Heleright,but the other 
was felled tothe ground byastone. Man- 
aging to raise himself from the ground where 
he lay, he staggered in an opposite direction 
from the station. In front of the house of 
Senor Mazzini he was again wounded, falling 
senseless and breathless. 

No amount of evasion or 

IT WAS subterfuge is able to cloud 
BRUTAL WORK our clear vision of this 
brutal work. It should be 

noticed in this connection that the 
American sallors arrested, after an ex- 
amination, were during the four days 
fallowing the arrest, every one dis- 
charged, no charge of any breach of the 
peace or other criminai conduct having been 
sustained against a single one of them. 
The Judge of Crimes, Foster, in a 
note to the Intendente, under date 
of Oct. 22, before the dispatch 
from this Government of the follow- 


ing day which aroused the authorities of 
Chili toa better sense of the gravity of the 
affair, says: Having presided temporarily 
over this court in regard to the seamen of 
the United States cruiser Baltimore, who 
have been tried on account. of deplorable 
conduct which took place, etc. 

The noticeable ihts are that the sailors 
had been tried before the 22d of October, and 
that the trial resulted in the acquittal and 
return totheir vessel. It is quite remarkable 
and quite characteristic of the manage- 
ment of this affair by the Chillan 
police authorities that we should 
now be advised that Seaman Davidson of the 
Baltimore had been included in tue indict- 
ment, his offense being, so far as I have 
been able to ascertain, that he attempted to 
defend a shipmate against an assailant who 
was striking him with a Knife. The per 
fect vindication ofour men is furnished by 
this report; one only is found to have been 
guilty of criminal fault, and that for an act 
clearly justifiable. 

As to the part taken by the police in the af- 
fair, the case made by Chiliis also far from 
satisfactory. The point where Riggen was 
Killed is only three minutes’ walk from the 
police station, and not more than twice 
the distance from the Intendente. 

And yet, according to their official report, a 
full half hour elapsed after the assault began 
before the police were upon the ground. It 
has been stated that all but two of our men 
have said that the police did their 
duty. The evidence taken at Mare Island 
shows that u such a statement was pro- 
cured from our men it was accomplished by 
requiring them to sign a writing m a lan- 
guage they did not understand and by the 
representation that it was a mere declaration 
that they had taken no part in the disturbance, 
Lieut. McCrea, who acted as interpreter, 
says in his evidence that when our sallors 
were examined before the court the subject 
of the conduct of the police was so carefully 
avoided that he reported the fact to Capt. 
Schley on his return to the vessel. 

The evidence of the existence of an anit- 
mosity towards our eilors in the minds of 
the sallors of the Chili.a navy and the popu- 
lace of Valparaiso was so abundant and vari- 
ous as to leave no doubt in the 
mind of any one who will examine The 
papers submitted. It manifested itself in in- 
sulting slurs towards our men as they 
passed the  Chilian man-of-war in 
their boats and in the derisive and 
abusive epithets with which they greeted 
every appearance of an American sallor on 
the evening of the riot, Capt. Schley re- 
ports that boats from the Ohililan war 
ships several times went out of 
their course to cross the bow of his 
boats compelling them to back water. He 
complained of the discourtes and it 
was corrected. That this feeling was 
shared dy men of higher rank is shown 
„ an incident related by Surgeon 

Stitt of the Baltimore. After the battle of 
Placilla he, with other medical officers 
of the war vessels in the 
harbor, was giving voluntary assistance 
to the wounded in the hospitals. The 
son of a Chilian army officer of high rank was 
under his care, and when the father discov- 
ered it he fiew into a passion and 
said he would rather have his 
son die than have Americans touch 
him and at oncehad him removed from the 
ward. This feeling is not well con- 
cealed in the dispatches of the Foreign 
Office, and had quite an open  expres- 
sion in the disrespectful treatment of the 
American Legatiop. The Chillan boatmen in 
the ba refused, even for large 
offers of money, to return our satlors 
who crowded the Mole to their. ship 
when they were endeavoring to esca from 
the city on the day of the assault.

The communications 
of the Chillan Govern-

It 
is not tor a generous and sincere 
Government to seek for words of small or 
a meaning in which toconvey to a 
friendly power an apology for an offence so 
atrocious as this. In the case of the assault 
by a mob in New Orleans upon the Spanish 
Consulate in 1851, Mr. Webster wrote to the

demand of Chili by this Government should 
be adhered to and enforced, If the dignity as 
well as the prestige and influence of the 
United States are pot to be wholly sacrificed 
we must protect those who in

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2%.—Secretary 
Blaine received a cablegram to-day from 
Minister Egan at Santiago, in which he states 
that President Montt was not at this time in

IK. 
COVERING EVENTS CONNECTED WITH THE REV- 
OLUTION AND THE ITATA CASE. 

The Chilian revolution was proclaimed 
Jan. 6, 1891, in the name of the National 
Congress. The progress of events was 
closely followed by Egan and reported. On 
Jan. 17 he telegraphed that the congression- 
alist feet was about to blockade the Chillan 
ports. He advised consuls to protest and 
said the squadron was needed for the protec- 
tion of United States interests. April 26 the 
arrival of Admiral McCann at Talcahuana on 
the Peusacola was reported. 

Previous to this Mr. Egan had reported the 
uniform Kindness and courtesy shown to 
him and the United States Consuls in Chill by 
the Government. On March s he telegraphed 
the Mininster for Foreign Affairs urgently 
requesting that the Government of 
the United States permit one of our ships to 
carry from Valparaiso to Montevideo a sum 
of about $4,000,000 bar silver, which was re- 
quired to the payment of the inter- 
est on the national debt abroad, the 
Chillan Government fearing its capture by 
the revolted fleet if the sum were sent in the 
regular course of business, Consent for this 
was not given, andon July 28 Mr. Egan in- 


formed Mr. Biaine that the British warship 
— 21 was placed at the disposal of the 
Chillan government for that purpose, and 
that the silver was plac aboard at 
Talcahuana. Pending a reply to this message 
Mr. Egan was advised that the Pensacola had 
arrived at Valparaiso, that the Baltimore was 
about to depart from Montevideo and that 
the San Francisco would sail from San Fran- 
cisco on March .

Carpenter’s Mate John Hamilton was knocked 
down with stones and then stabbed seriously in the 
buttoetk, groin and back, and has many other bodily 
injuries ewes afterward brutally draxged in an 
unconscious condition by two policemen to tne car- 


cel. 

Coalheaver George Pantar and Landsman John 
Davidson were severely wounded with stones and 
clubs and cut with knives. peony others of the crew 
were assauited and stoned, clubbed and cut with 
knives, though toa less serious extent. Complaint 
is made by several men that after arrested they were 
**nippered'’ with cat-gut cords and dragged to the 
station. In one case a lasso or lariat was used. 

The fact that a number of the wounds are rec- 
ognized as bayonet wounds would app to point 
to the 2 as participants in seme few cases, 
though I am glad to be able to say that there were 
some instances in which the officers intervened 
most courageously to protect our men against the

Thirty-six of my men were arrested and detained 
in prison and hospitals, then examined and ulti- 
mately discharged, as no pree! of their guilt could 
be adduced, Ican personally bear witness to the 
sobriety, orderliness and go behavior and polite- 
ness of my men to the Chillan officersup to 5:30 

. m., when I left the shore, returning to my ship. 

his fact is corroborated later on by man * 
witnesses on shore at or after 6 p. m., when the dis- 
turbance occurred. 

It is believed that the assault was instigated by 
Chillan sailors roseaty discharged from the trans- 
ports, together with the longshoremen, and that it 
was premeditated Several of the men were told to 
keep within doors after night. as an assault was 
intended upon them by the crowds, That 
this was so is shown from the attacks made 
in widely separate localities in the town while the 
men were atsupperin the hotels and restaurants. 
It is aot believed that saliors of the Chilian fleet as- 
sisted in hie work of butehery,. as there are instances 
in which some of them generously assisted our men 
against the mob into places of safety; soitisa plone 
ant duty to dispel this infamous idea as published in 
the press of Valparaiso. 

I can assure you most positively that my men were 
unarmed and defenseless and the fact that the police 
authorities failed to discover an instrument beyond 
several small pocket knives and a small iron pestie 
about our inches long. such as drug- 
gists use, that could deserve the name of « 
weapon, is a most complete refutation 
ofthischarge. I transmit a copy of the report of 
the board, and would add thatthe testimony given 
is corroborated by a score or more of eye-witnesges 
who denounce the assault as unprovoked and brutal 
beyond expression. In times of peace, iu the port of 
anation with whom weareon terms of amity and 
friendliness, this brutal assault and butchery of my 
men is an indienity of such gravity that 
eS been obliged to refer to it in 
plain terms to the honorable Secretary of 
the Navy, and in transmitting the report to you I 
feel certain that it will receive both from yourself 
aud the authorities that attention and that serious 
consideration which it merits. I must add that His 
2 the Intendente of Valparaiso and His 

onor the Judge of Crimes were most. humane in 
hastening the hearings of my men and in promptly 
discharging them when no guilt appeared. 

Mr. Egan reported Nov. 3 the receipt from 
the United States Consul at Valparaiso of a 
letter giving the information that in the case 
of the stabbing by Chilian sailors of some of 
the crew of a German war ship, who, it le 
stated, was mistaken for an American, 
Judge Foster of the Court of Crimes, the 
same who conducted the investigation into 
the Baltimore case, permitted the secretary 
of the German Consulate to be present, while 
he refused the request of Capt. Schley for 
permission for one of his officers to attend, 

THE SHIELDS INCIDENT. 

Nov. 7, Mr. Egan reported the Ill treatment 
of Patrick Shie ds, a fireman of the United 
States steamship Keewana, and an American 
citizen, who according to a report from the 
United States Consul at Valparaiso, was ar- 
rested for drunkenness, a charge denied by 
him, kept for several days in jail without 
process of law, forced to sweep the streets 
and brutally beaten by lice officers. The 
Consul said that he had en medically ex- 
amined and found to be in a serious condli- 
tion, and that the local authorities had been 
remonstrated against. 

The statement of Snields, the Keewana 
sailor, to Surgeon White and the report of 
the Chief of Polite of Valparaiso to Consul 
McCreery are included in the correspondence 
and confirm the truth ofthis statement. In 
Mr. Egan’s dispatch later allthe documents 
in the case,which are set out in full in the cor- 
respondence, were transmitted to Senor 
Matta by Mr. Egan, in connection with 
Shields’ claim for $5,000 damages. The fol- 
lowing upon the question of Shields’ citizen- 
ship are suggestive:

On the same day, Nov. 7, Mr. Egan reported 
8 pabitc meeting called to denounce the 

nited States Legation and to request the 
delivery of the refugees. This was due to 
attacks in the press. The Government senta 
squadron of cavairy to protect the Legation. 
This meeting was called by a proclamation 
which charged that the refugees in the Lega 
tion had conspired to kill Col. Canto. After 
the meeting the Intendente issued a procia- 
mation denying the existence of the con- 
spiracy, a proclamation which Mr. Egan 
said would have been much more valuable 
before the meeting. Of this incident Senor 
Matta wrote to Mr. Eganthat ‘‘the govern- 
ment does not alarm itself, however it may 
disapprove the misdemeanors of speech, 
spoken and written, which, as has been 
observed by the honorable minister plenipo- 
tentiary, were not borne out by the rösults.

MATTA’S STATEMENT CONTRADICTED. 

To this Mr. Egan responded that the facts 
he complaine of were known to him 
personally and were matters of public 
notoriety. The drunken crowd gathered 
About the doors of the legation, and some- 
times entered it, trying to induce the refugees 
to go outside, That condition of things, Mr. 
Egan said, showed want of respect for the 
legation, and was not calculated to promote 
the maintenance of that spirit of cordial 
friandship which was desirable to cultivate 
between the two countries, Further cor- 
respondence place between Messrs. Egan 
and Matta on s subject under dates of Nov. 
28 and 80, the latter repeating his insinua- 
tions that the troubles were caused by the 
actions of the refugees in the legation and 
their agents outside. 

To this Mr. Egan replied in spirited terms, 
denying the connection of any person in the 
legation with the disorders and insisting that 
they were undoubtedly agents of the public 
authorities, Reporting this to Secretary 
Blaine, Mr. Egan adds: 

From the very beginning of the annoyances every 
complaint which I have been obliged to make about 
disrespectful conduct toward the legation has deen 
met with insinuations or suspicions of conspiracy or 
indiscretions of conduct against the refugees an 
even agninet employ oe of the ijegation, but up to the 
present the honorable minister Has not ventured to 
make asingle direct tangible charge, and for the 
good reason that no such conspiracies as these in- 
simuated bave ever existed in this legation and no 
such indiscretions have occurred. 

Motions for impeachment against six of the 
former Cabinet ministers were made in Con- 
gress at j — Dec. 3. The grounds were 
treason, breaking the constitution, violating 
the laws, subordination and malversation of 
public funds. Three ofthe six were refugees 
at the gation, and by this means, Mr. Egan 
reported, they hopedto have them deliv- 


ered 1 * 

The 8 ofthe Chamber of Deputies 
wrote to Mr. Egan asking to be allowed to 
notify the refugees in person,whereupon Mr. 
Egan notified inister Matta that he could 
not with propriety have direct official inter- 
course with the Secretary of the Chamber of 
Deputies, his credentials being from the 
Government of the United States to that of 
Chili, and that he was surprised that the 
2 of the Chamber of Deputies should 
address himself to the legation instead of the 
Foreign Office, Mr. Egan declared that he 
would not receive any personal service of 
notification in the legation without being in- 
structed. 

The Baltimore being expected to sail, Mr. 
Egan telegraphed Dec. 4that he made efforts 
unofficially to obtain safe conduct forthe re- 
maining refugees at the legation so that they 
might depart on that vessel, but met absolute 
refusal. The feeling against the refugees was 
represented to be such that their capture 
would result in their death. Atthesametime 
Mr. Egan sent a letter from Capt. schley, 
inclosing additional correspondence between 
himself and the Intendente of Valparaiso in 
regard tothe investigation of the attack on 
the Baltimore sallors. He said: 

Throughout this investigation, which is sup- 
posed to be so secret that nothing of its pro- 
ceedings can be given even to a friendly govern- 
ment, there has been a constant interchange of 
letters between the Judge of Crimes and the In- 
tendente, and some commugications with the 
ministers of foreign relations, all of which, as well 
as the letters between Vat. Schley and the Intend- 
ente, have been published in the press withthe evi- 
dent intention of molding pacite opiates on this 
matter, the result being a number of very bitter crit- 
icisms and attacks upon the United States and its 
navy and upon this legation. 

In this connection the effort to make it ap- 
pear that Mr. Egan had neglected or refused 
to give evidence in the Baltimore case is in- 
teresting. Dec. 3 Mr. Blaine telegraphed to 
Mr. Egan to report who asked him for his 
testimony in the Baltimore case, which, ac- 
cording to telegraphic advices tothe Chillan 
Minister from the Foreign Office, was re- 
quested of him twenty days ago and not 
given. 

Mr. Egan 1 „ the next day, at some 
length, that the statement of the Chilian 
Foreign Office was incorrect, and explained 
that Capt. Schley had been asked for infor- 
mation upon his (Egan’s) suggestion that he 
could furnish it, and gave it; of which fact 
the Chilian. Foreign Office knew, and that 
Matta had expressed to him (Egan) his con- 
currence in the course pursued by Egan. 

Dec. 9 Mr, Blaine asked Mr. Egan ‘‘whether 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs asked him for 
the testimony, which the Chilian Minister in- 
sists was requested of himin the Baltimore 
case and was not given. 

Mr. Egan replied that Minister Matta never 
asked him for any testimony, except that 
which he suggested Capt. Schley could give, 
as to names of witnesses of the affray, etc., 
and that had been submitted. 

MATTA’S NOTE, 

On Dec. 18 Mr. Egan telegraphed the State 
Department as follows: The following tele- 
gram from Minister of Foreign Affairs, sent 
Chilian Minister, Washington, with sanction 
of President, was read in Senate and pub- 
lished in papers to-day: 


Senor Pedro Montt, Washingt on: 


Having reed the portion of the report of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and of the message of the President 
of the United States, I think proper to inform you 
that the statements of which both report and 
message are based are erroneous or deliberately in- 
correct. . 

With respect to the persons to whom an asylu 
has been granted, they have never been threatene 
with cruel treatment por has it been sought to re- 
move them from the Wen nor has their sur- 
render been asked for. ever has the house or the 
person of the plenipotentiary, notwithstanding in- 
discretiong and deliberate provocetiane. been sub- 
jected toany offense, as proved by the notes 
of September, October and ovember. With 
respect to the seamen of the Baltimore there is 
moreover, no exactness nor sincerity in what is said 
at Washington. The. urrence took place in a bad 
neighborhood of the city, the maintep of Valparaiso, 
and among people wno are aot models of discretion 
and temperance. en the police and other forces 
interfered and calmed the guinals chore were already 
several hundred — le on the ground and it was ten 
squares or more roms the e where it was begun. 

Mr. Egan sent on Oct. & note that was aggres- 
sive in purpert aga virulent in language, as is seen 
by the K the note written in reply on the 27th. 
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ing the intrigues which proceed from so low a source 
oat the threate which comes from so high a source. 

This telegram was published in the official 
diary and transmitted by the Chilian Minister 
at Buenos Ayres to all Chilian legations in 
Europe. On the same Gay the correspon- 
dence between Messrs. Egan and Matta on 
the — case was published in all the 

alparaiso papers. 

Mr. Egan at once wrote Minister Matta, 
asking ifthe published text of the telegram 
was correct,and the latter replied it was, 
and added: ‘‘Inasmuch as the tele- 
gram is an official act of the gov- 
ernment of Chili whereby it communicates 
instructions to its Envoy Extraordinary and 
Minister Plenipotentiary in the United States 
of North America, any explanation or disser- 
tation on the part of the undersigned could 
add nothing to its contents, which are to 
serve as a de for Don Pedro Montt at 
Washington in treating of these matters.’’ 


Pending further instructions Mr. 2 noti- 


fled the State Department on Dec. hat he 
had suspended communications with the 
Chillap Foreign Office. 

SANTIAGO INCENDIARIES. 

He also reported that licemen and de- 
tectives surrounded both the United States 
and Spanish legations, that several persons 
had been arrested after leaving the latter, 
that the newspapers were relentless in their 
offensive and unscrupulous attacks and that 
it was intended to drive out the refugees b 
attempting to burn the legation or ad- 
joining houses. He related the expressions 
of approval from the members of the dipio- 
matic corps and saidthatthe British Minis- 
ter commended to his Government the posi- 
tion taken by him inthe whole matter, Mr. 
Egan's son and two gentlemen who had 
called at the legation were seized by the 
ponies. Dec. 20-22, as they were leaving the 
egation, but were released. Against 
this course of action by the authorities 
the Argentine Minister, as dean of the diplo- 
matic corps, protested, and he was promised 
that only the regular uniformed police should 
be maintained about the legation. This 
promise, Mr. Egan reports, was complied 
with in part only. 

Mr. Egan asked, in view of Mr. Matta’s 
telegram, if he might attend the inaugura- 
tion of President Montt, Dec. 26. To this no 
reply was sent, and on the 27th he 
reported that in the absence of in- 
structions he did not attend. He also 
reported that the legation was still under the 
surveillance of the police and detectives of 
the lowest class;that several letters which 
were undoubtedly sentto Washington were 
published on the 20th, in which the Governor 
of Santiago submitted reports to the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs from the police in vindica- 
tion of the conduct ofthe authorities toward 
the legation, composed of a tissue of mis- 
representations and untruths; and tha 
Cabinet Ministers, members of both houses 
of Congress, council of State, judiciary, 
generals and colonels of the army and many 
others were excluded from the amnesty 
voted. Dec. 30 Mr. Egan telegraphed that 
the Chillan Government had received from 
Grace & Co., information of the inten- 
tion of the United States Gov- 
ernment to deliver an ultimatum and that 
the British Minister, under instructions 
received from his Government in consequence 
of similar news, called at the foreign office 
that day and urged acourse of conciliation 
upon the Minister of Foreign Affairs, who, 
however, maintained with firmness and de- 
flance the attitude assumed by him. Mr. 
Egan added that hehad hopes that when 
a new ministry was formed a better 
spirit would be. evinced, The new minis- 
try was announced Jan. 1 inst., and Mr. 
Egan r phed that two of them were his 
personal friends and that he had excellent 
relations with all and that conciliation would 
mark the disposition toward the United 
States. He said that at least twoof the new 
Cabinet officers had openly disapproved 
of the Matta telegram; that it was 
strongly condemned dy public opinion. 
Another said it would be, in his opinion, a 
difficult matter to have its terms disavowed 
or the telegram itself withdrawn. He also 
thought that ali the questions—safe conduct 
forthe refugees, assaulton the Baltimore 
men, and disrespect to the legation—would 
be completely settled. 

BLAINE ON MATTA’S INSULT. 

On the 8th inst. Mr. Blaine asked whether 
all that is personally offensive to the Presi- 
dent and other officers of the United States 
in the Matta circuiar would be withdrawn by 
the new government. Aiso, whethera safe 
conduct would be granted tothe refugees who 
were still in the legation;and finally,whether 
all surveillance of the legation had been re- 
moved. That day Mr. Egan was at Valparaiso 
to place on the United States steamship York- 
town two refugees who had traveled without 
safe conducts, and consequently did not 
answer Mr. Blaine's inquiry until the 12th 
inst., when he reported that he had a con- 
versation with the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, in the course of which he secured for 
all the refugees permission to leave the 
country, and was assured verbally that no 
harm would be done them, but could not ob- 
tain a written safe conduct; that onthe first 
question he could only receive a promise for 
as early a reply as possible, the absence of 
the president in Valparaiso making it impos- 
sible for him to answer at once, and 
that the legation was entirely free from 
esplonage. Mr. Egan’s summary of 
the report of the Judge of Orimes in 
the Baltimore case was transmitted the same 
day. He said it recites that the commander 
of the police makes it appear that an insig- 
nificant quarrel, the cause of which is not 
known to him, detween a Chillan sailor and 
an American was the origin of the disturb- 
ance in which a very large number of people 
became engaged; that five Americans and 
one Chillan were wounded and thirty-one 
Americans and eleven Chillans arrested; that 
the Chillan doctors insisted that Turnbull 
Vw was wounded eighteen times and died 
short! afterward, had dut thirteen 
wounds, which were curable in one month, 
and that Riggin’s death was caused by a 
pistol shot. He adds that the testi 
mony of several American sallors 
who, however, were unable to recog- 
nize thelr assailants, shows that they 
were wounded and taken prisoners, and that 
the attack was unprovoked. He states that 
the testimony of many of che Important wit- 
nesses, notably that of the conductor of the 
street car from which Biggin was dragged 
was not taken, and that deductions and 
suggestions against the Baltimore men were 
received inthe general evidence; that the 
fiscal 1.

Two days later Mr. Egan reported that 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs was well dis- 
poseé and promised to return an answer at

mronson C. Keeler offered a substitute for 
the by-law. His by-law declared that the 
club should vote for directors on the cumu- 
lative pian. 

Mr. Gilbert foplowed, ‘*Will you tell me, 
Mr. Taylor, he asked, Why this club has 
not stockholders at present?“ 

Vr. Taylor gave the various difficulties ofa 
legal kind that were in the way.

CHICAGO, III., Jan, 25.—The celebration of 
the Chinese New Year has practically begun. 
Jim Sing, the Chinese sport, appeared in 
Clark street yesterday afternoon attired in a 
flowing surtout of flesh-colored raw silk, 
baby blue trousers anda pair of bright yel- 
low sandals. His cue was done up in a fancy 
rosette and he was smokinga Turkish cigar- 
ette. shoot de Chinese jude,’’ yelled the 
gamins while they frescoed his pale blue 
robes with dark brown Clark street mud. He 
dropped in on his friend Hip Lung, the Chi- 
nese Croesus, to leave his New Year.card and 
to pass the compuments of the season. Most 
of the other 20,000 Chinamen in Chicago were 
out on similar errands. 

All day long hundreds of moon-eyed Celes- 
tials passed in and out of the store, leavin 
their gaudy cards and laying in supplies o 
shaiks’-fins, bird’s-nest soup and other dell- 
cacies for the New Year’s feast. Hip Lung 
was busily engaged all day, pasting together 
the cards of these numerous callers. They 
were pasted together at one end and three or 
four big blocks Of them lay on the counter in 
Hip Lung’s store; the proprietor himself, 
well Known as the richest manin China- 
town, wore a loose robe of imperial purple 
and distributed little packages of Chinese 
chewing tobacco, wrapped up in the bright 
green leaves of the betel tree, to his callers.

Jimmie Francis Was One of the Lamar 
, Train Robbers. 

Fort Scott, Kan., Jan. 25.—The alleged 
train robber, who was captured at Pleasan- 
ton yesterday and who gives his name as C. 
N. Meyers of Kansas City, was brought to 
Fort Scott yesterday afternoon and lodged in 
jail. Heis badly hurtin the leg, above the 
knee. His leg is swollen double its natural 
size and he is suffering great agony from 
the wound. Meyers is a medium-sized man 
about 25 years of age, with blue eyes ‘and 
dark mustache. He has a soft, pleasant 
voice, white teeth and a rather prepossess- 
ing appearance. He denies having had any- 
thing to do with the robbery of the Missouri 
Pacific train nesr Lamar and says he 
has not been further South. than 
Ft.

Scott and that he 
never saw Francis, whowas killed and was 
with him in the box car, until he met him in 
the Gulf yards Saturday morning. He be- 
moans his fate and cries, ‘‘What have 
I done to suffer this way?’’ 
He claims, in an interview with 
your correspondent, that Francis was one of 
the train robbers, and that his pal went from 

amar to Parsons the night of the robbery. 
L Francis, whose dead body lies in Goodland- 
er's undertaking room inthis city, has been 
identified by one.of the express men who 
was robbed of his reyolver, as one of the 
men who committed the express robbery 
nearLamar. His mother-in-law will be here 


this afternoon from Kansas City to claim his 
remains. 


Francis and Meyers are said to be 
brothers - in law, and Meyers’ story is given 


little credence by the officials. 


Meyers will be held for trial for killing Om 
cer McLemore on Saturday. It may be di- 


cult to nx the crime upon him, as the dead 


man was apparently the leadef of the two. 
Str ong pressure is being brought to bear on 
Meyers to confess. He disclaims all know-

Francis and he were strangers. 


Jimmie Francis, the man known as ‘‘No. 
4°’ of the Glendale train-robbers and who 
was killed Saturday morning while resisting 
arrest for being implicated in the Lamar 
(Mo.) train robbery, is one of the men for 
whom warrants were issued here just prior 
to the oapture of Slyein California. Ever 
since his identity became known the detec- 
tives have been untiring in their efforts to 
arrest him. A strict watch was kept on his 
home in Kansas City, Kan., but without 
avail. When the gang separated Francis 
hid somewhere, only returning to Kansas 
City Wednesday and leaving again Friday on 
what proved tobe his last trip. The detec- 
tives heard of his presence in Kansas City 
but did not believe it. Chief Harrigan says 
that he has positive proof that Francis is the 
fourth member of the gang. The names of 
the guilty parties are Marion Hedspeth, 
Adelbert Slye, ‘‘Dink’’ Wilson and Jimmie 
Francis. : 

Chief Harrigan says that the evidence in 
his possession proves that but four men had 
a hand in the Glendale robbery, although 
there were thought to be six at first. Fran- 
cis is dead, Slye isin jail and the detectives 
are now looking for Wilson and Hedspeth. 
Francis was the companion and partner of 
Slye and was known to be a daring and des- 
perate robber. He had been shadowed by 
the Kansas City police for seven years, but 
was never known to be connected with any 
localjobs. He is described as being 22 
years old, about 5 feet 6 inches high and 
weighing 145 pounds. He wore a blonde 
Deard and mustache, and was of good ad- 
dress. Francis and Meyers, his partner in 
the Lamar robbery, married sisters. 


EVIDENCES OF MURDER. 

WIcHITA, Kan., Jan. 25.—The body of a 
man, so decomposed and so disfigured by the 
marks of coyotesas to be unrecognizable, 
has been discovered bya party of men who 
were in ‘the Greenwood County filnt hills 
searching for traces of George Effingham, the 
stock man of that section, who disappeared so 
mysteriously two weeks ago. The remains 
of the body lay in a ravine and were divested 
of all clothing excepta bloody shirt. The 
base of the skull was crushed, and this, to- 
gether with the fact ofthe body having been 
denuded of To Bee shows that murder had 
been committed. It is thought that the re- 
mains are those of Effingham, though noone 
can positively identify them. 


ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION. 
BENTON HARBOR, Mich., Jan. 25.—Some one 
attempted to assassinate Mayor Fred A. 
Mobbs yesterday. Mr. Mobbs was at his 
home, standing at the piano with some 


friends singing, when a loud report ofa re 
volver was heard, anda moment later a bul- 
let came crashing through the window, just 
missing Mr. Mobbs’ head. The citizens are 
aiding the officers in their search for the 
would-be assassin and the greatest excite- 
ment prevails. 


HIS SKULL CRUSHED. 
SAVANNAH, Ga., Jan. 25.—August Meyer, a 
s0da-water manufacturer, was found in his 
factory late last night with his throat cut 


and skull broken. He is supposed to have 
been murdered. Three negroes, all dis- 
charged employes, are under arrest.

MADDEN -KNOWS, HOWEVER, JOHN I. 
WILL NOT MEET UNTRIED MEN.

Maher’s $5,000 is deposited intheWorLD office, 
and bluffing fighters as a rule do not put up 
so much money as that. It does not always 
pay to shovę your Whole stake in a pot when 
vou have a weak hand and do not expect a 
call. The other fellow may take a notion to 
see why you are doing it. Billy Madden is in 
dead earnest. He thinks Maher is as great a 
man now as John L. Sallivan was when he 
first blossomed out asafighter. Madden is 
certainly entitled to his opinion, and the fact 
that he has put up his money is a complete 
refutation of the silly charges of bluffing 
which have been made by certain prejudiced 


writers. 

There's the money., said Madden, now 
come Mr. Sullivan and cover it. I’ Msten to 
any arguments about Maher’s reputation 
afterwards. If he don’t know how to fight, 
why Sullivancan make $35,000 a good deal 
easier by proving this than he can by act- 
ing. 

With all due respect to Sullivan and his 
thousands of supporters, there is no getting 
away from the good, sound sense of Madden’s 
argument.

NEw YORK, Jan. 25.—‘**‘How much fs added 
to the debit side of his bank account by one 
who aspires to lead in the ‘smart set’ of 
modern New York and Newport society?’’ 
was asked Ward McAllister. ‘‘The question 
cannot be accurately answered in an off-hand 
way, he answered. There are those who 
in pursuit of their object overstate their 


household expenditures, and there are those 
who understate them. It is startling to think 
that any citizen of this republic can really 
expend $150.000 annually in supplying the 
wants of himself and family. Now let us see 
how he does it. To begin with, all must re- 
member thatin England the average family 
consists of the parents and eight chiidren, 
here of the parents and three chil- 
The paterfamilias, endowed with 
acquired wealth, comes to 
York to enjoy it. He is worth, 
we willsay, many millions, His first pur - 
chase is a Fifth avenue corner house, for 
which he pays $600,000 (house and lot). Not 
satisfied with its interior, he expends over 
$100,000 on superb 2 in pictures, fur- 
niture and decorations. In estimating the 
annual rent then of thiscity home we must 
charge him with 7 per cent of $700,000. to cover 
taxes, insurance, etc., this is $49,000. He 
then starts his household on what to us may 
appearto bea very extravagant scale, but 
whichis simply in accord with his house, 
which in England or France would not be 
deemed expensive.

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THE PRESIDENT’S FOLLY. 

No condemnation of the Administra- 
tion’s course in the Chilian difficulty has 
been more severe or unanswerable than 
that of Gen. JoHN B. HENDERSON in a 
letter to the Washington Post. 

Gen. HENDERSON declares that our Gov- 


ernment’s treatment of Chili has been dis- 
courteous, unchristianlike, contrary to all 
precedent and the established principles of 
international usages. He asserts that we 
have done in Chili what we would not 
permit any other nation to do in the United 
States and what has been condemned 
by our own highest authorities on inter- 
national law in the past. He affirms that 
the administration has put upon Chili the 
humiliation of being treated like a bar- 
barous nation,and has refused her common 
courtesy and respect for recognized rights. 
He denounces its bullying conduct and 
threats of war as a gross violation of inter- 
national law and a dishonor to the civiliza- 
tion we represent. He holds, as the Posr- 
DisPATCH long ago asserted, that the claim 
of the right of asylum for the legatton and 
of the right of forcing EGAN upon Chili is 
absurd. The folly of the President in all 
of ite disgraceful extremity is vividly ex- 
posed. 

This indictment of the administration is 
supported by a strength of authority and a 
force of sound reasoning which admit of 
no defense. Coming from an able and dis- 
tinguished Republican, whom only intense 
conviction could drive into open condem- 
nation of his party administration, it car- 
ries extraordinary weight. Gen. HEn- 
DERSON gives voice to the convictions of 
sound statesmanship and true patriotism. 
His view is thatof all Americans who are 
not under the blinding influence of silly 
jingoism, , partisan prejudice, personal 
ambition or greed of war spoils, 


THE CHILIAN CA8E. 


The correspondence with Chili and the 
President’s message on the subject are 
presented to Congress and the readers of 
the Post-DisPaAToH to-day. This record 
confirms the impression made by all pre- 
vious publications that the trouble was 
the creation of our own authorities at 
Washington, and that so faras blunders 
on our side have goaded the Chilians into 
other blunders it has been easy for us to 
make them apologize and retract without 
declaring war. 

Briefly it shows that our representative 
in Chili thought of nothing but the nitrate 


beds and getting on the side opposite to

that favored by the British Minister. 
When the latter took the people's side our 
blunderer became a partisan of BALMA~ 
CEDA and to the very last moment misled 
our government and its naval officers as to 
the feeling of the people and the strength 
of parties to the civil war, assuring Ad- 
miral MoC an last summer that BALMA- 
CEDA was invincible and the insurrection 
a feeble and umpopular outbreak. 

After BALMACEDA’s overthrow EGAN 
took up the role of an accuser and sleepless 
enemy of the Chilian people and their gov- 
ernment, leaving nothing undone which 
could provoke the populace to outrage or 
the Government to anger. He made the 
Legation an asylum for the most offensive 
Balmacedists, a safe harbor for the con- 
spiracies of men who were under indict- 
ment for other crimes than _ treason, 
and who but for the protection af- 
forded them by our government 
on Chilian soil would have been impeached 
and punished for oppression and crime in 
office. The attempt of the British Min- 
ister to open such an asylum as that in our 
Federal capital at the close of our civil war 
would have been followed by the destruc- 
tion of his house and the lynching of him- 
self and his rebel refugees by an American 
mob. 

In violation of all the traditions and the 
settled policy of our diplomacy, HARRISON 
sustained and encouraged EGAN in this 
course while BLAINE was sick at Bar Har- 
bor. This brought on the sailor riot at 
Valparaiso and all this talk of war. Yet 
in the face of all this outrage, the corre- 
spondence shows that Chili has not dared 
deny any demand we have made upon her, 
and that she has eaten all the humble 
pie’’ that any big nation can cram down 
the throat of one so small.

SUBURBAN SIGNAL STATION. 


The Weather Bureau’s Readings Unreli- 
able on Account of the Smoke. 


Observor Hammon ofthe Weather Bureau 
received this morninga circular letter from 
Washington addressed to the officers in 
charge of the weather stations in the differ- 
ent large cities requesting them to furnish 
information as to thecost of establishing 
signal stations ourside of the cities where 


more reliable weather observations may be 
obtained than in the cities. The writer, 
Prof. Marvin, who has charge of the instru- 
mentroom of the Weather Bureau Depart- 
ment at Washington, says: 

Iam directed by the Chief of the Weather Bureau 
to say that in the extension of meteorological work of 
the Government in the interests ofagriculture, itis 
important that observations be made under condi- 
tions as nearly as possible to these to which growing 
crops are subjected and such as obtained in the open 
country. In order to realize, in part at least, these 
conditions and without interference or confitct with 
other interests of the service, it is desired, if practi- 
cable, to piace the exposure of all meteorological in- 
struments in a public park or a conveniently accessi- 
bie locality in the guburbs of the large cities and 
away from the influences of pavements and large 
buildings. Thiswou!d be considered as the Meteor- 
olomteal Observatory ofthe station, and wouid be 
fully equipped with instruments for securing such 
observations as would be required ina study ef the 
climate and agricultural features of the locality. The 
city office, connected by telegraph or telephone with 
the Observatory, wouldthen become the business 
oftice fer the dissemination of information, etc., and 
the general transaction of the business of the station. 
In this connection, therefore, observers are re- 
quested to please examine into the subject and re- 
port upon what opportunity may be offered in their 
city for the establishment of such an observatory. 

»The department has been considering 
the question for some time, said Mr. Ham- 
mon, after reading the letter. That there 
is a large difference in temperature at cer- 
tain times has been shown often enough, 
Only last week, as published in the PostT- Dis- 
raren, the difference on the coldest night 
was 28 degrees. Thecoldest weather we had 
here in the city was 1 degree below zero, 
while for four hours and more it was 21 below 
at the Forest Park Station. Most of the time 
our thermometer showed 1 degree above 
zero, which was 23 degrees above 
the record made in Forest Park. They 
have reliable instruments out there, and 
there is no doubt that the difference was that 
much that night, and most of it was due to 
the smoke over the city, which prevented 
the heat from radiating from the earth, as it 
does in the country on clear nights. I think 
the city will be glad to turn the Observatory 
in Forest Park over to us, and ſu that event 
the expense to our department will be very 
light—the cost of a telephone and weather 
instruments, and the expense of keeping a 
man there. Mr. F. W. Duenckel, who has 
charge of the station there, is now — 
work for us, and to keep him entirely woul 
not add much to the expense our department. 
The records will be kept here as usual, and 
this office continue to be the principal office.

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Czar Ziegenhein Dances When a 
Brewery Fiddles. 2 


A Griesedieck Saloon Which Ran With- 
outa License. 


FOUR SUCCESSIVE FINES OF $300 EACH 
PROMPTLY REMITTED. 


The License Finally Obtained by the Gries- 
edieck Brewery Buying Property in the 
Saloon Block and Dividing it Among 
Seven Figureheada—How the City’s 
Revenue Suffered in the Park Avenue 
„Pearl Saloon“ Case. 


The case of the Pearl saloon, located in 
rear of the grocery on the northwest corner 
of Park and California avenues, is an inter- 
esting one. Itfurnishesa striking example 
ofthe ‘‘Ziegenhein method’’ of protecting 
delinquent saloon-keepers at the expense of 
the city treasury, and is now told for the 
purpose of again illustrating that method“ 
so that the City Council may again see how 
the city revenue suffers through the high. 
handed disregard of the law shown by Ozar 
Ziegenhein. 

The Pearl saloon’’ was established in its 
present location in April last. The first peti- 
tion for its dramshop license proved in- 
sufficient, not having the requisite number of 
signatures of assessed taxpayars on the 
block where it was located. But it was, 
nevertheless, allowed by Collector Ziegen- 
hein to run for three months without a ll- 
cense, while the citizensofthe block were 
vainly protesting against the saloon before 
the remarkable Zf@genhein tribunal where 
such protests have to be carried, 

In the meantime, however, the citizens had 
forced the City Collector to report the case of 
the ‘‘Pearl saloon’’ to the police courts. 
That action brought about a startling series 
of bold deflances of the law. 

Tho proprietor of the Pearl saloon, who 
was a figurehead proprietor, it is said, acting 
for the Griesiedieck Brewing Co., was four 
times fined in the police court for conducting 
his saloon without a license. The fine in each 


case was $300. 
THE FINES REMITTED. 

In each of the three convictiuns the fine was 
remitted by Mayor Noonan, the city treasury 
thus losing $1,200in that phase alone of the 
**Pearl saloon“ case. 

At the end of that time a dramshop license 
was obtained by a means which will be found 
explained in full below, and the ‘‘Pearl 
saloon’’ was thus established after having 
successfully defied the law forthree or four 
months through the powerful aid of Czar 
Ziegenhein and the Czar’s ‘‘puli’’ on the 
Mayor in the delinquent saloon interest. 

The full story of the ‘‘Pearl saloon’’ case 
was told to-the Post-DispaTtcu this morning 
by Mr. W. J. Gilbert, the law- book publisher, 
who lives inthe Park avenue block where 
the saloon in question is located. The story 
in its remarkable detalis is as follows: 

The ‘‘Pearl saloon,’’ as stated, was estab- 
lished on the northwest corner of Park and 
California avenue last April. Its petition for 
a dramshop license was duly filed with Col- 
lector Ziegenhein. There was a strong pro- 
test against the saloon from the residents of 
the lock, and a visit was made to 
Collector Ziegenhein’s office for the purpose 
of preventing the issuing of the license. It 

yas proved to Oollecté¥ Ziegenhein that the 

tition filed with him did not contain the 
names of over one-third of the genuine as- 
sessed tax-payers of the block and did not 
represent over one-tenth of thebona fide 
land owners, as it “contained the names of 
—— — owners of land situated in that 
ock. 

Unger these proofs Collector Ziegenhein 
could not at that time grant the dramshop 
license asked for by the ‘‘Pearl saloon. 
But, although it could not get its license, the 
Pearl saloon’’ continued to do business, 
and the protesting residents of the block 
made another visit to the City Collector's 
office. They demanded that as the license 
couid not be issued, the saloon be compelled 
to pay the penalty for doing business with- 
outa license, and so forced to comply with 
the law or close its doors. 

FOUR SUCCESSIVE FINES REMITTED. 

The case was reported to the Police Court, 
came up fora ae and onthe evidence 
the proprietor was fined $300, as prescribed 
by thelaw. Thefine was promptly remitted 
by Mayor Noonan. 

The Pearl saloon continued to sell liquor 
without a license, and the residents of the 
block again forced Collector Ziegenhein to 
report the case to the police. Again the 
saloon proprietor was fined $300, and again 
Mayor Noonan remitted the fine. 

Twice after this second fine was the Pearl 
saloon’’ brought before the police courts, 
andeach time fined $300 for doing business 
without a license, making a total of four 
fines of $300 each assessed against that sa- 
loon. The two first trials of the case 
had been marked by some efforts at a 
defense, an attorney having been engaged 
for that purpose by the  Griesedieck 
Brewing Co., it is stated. But so indifferent 
was that company to the results of the last 
two trials, underthe certainty that Mayor 
Noonan would remit the fines tmposed, that 
there was no defense made at all. The citi- 
zens of the block where the ‘‘Pearl saloon“ 
was located were represented by Attorney 
Thos. B. Harvey, who secured the four suc- 
cessive convictions, the fines following 
which were so generously remitted by the 
Mayor of St. Louis. 

By this time, however, Mayor Noonan’s re- 
mission of fines to oblige the Oity Collector 
and the delinquent saloon element threat- 
ened to develop into a scandal which could 
not be suppressed, and a new line of tactics 
to enable the ‘‘Pearl saloon’’ to keep open 
had to be adopted. 

PRORERTY OWNERS MADE TO ORDER. 

On the first day of July last, it became 
necessary for the licenseless ‘‘Pearl saloon“ 
to go before the City Collector again for a 
dramshop license. Before that date the new 
scheme was put into effect. 

The Griesedieck Bréwing Co., Mr, Gilbert 
states, bought forty-seven feet of ground in 
the block where the Pearl saloon’’ was 
located. On June athe deeds for this prop- 
erty were put on record in the names of seven 
different people, the forty-seven feet being 
divided amongthat number. Then with the 
names of these seven ‘‘made-to-order’’ 
property owners added tothe ‘*Pearl saloon’’ 
petition, the petition was thus made to show 
a majority of one in the list of tax-payers of 
that block, and the dramshop license was 
granted. 

Kven that result was gained, Mr. Gilbert 
states, only by throwing out 8. Gilbert's 
name from the opposition list. That lady ts 
the owner of considerable property on the 
block, as is also her husband, t the prop- 
erty was assessed in the husband’s name 
alone, and so Mrs. Gilbert's Dame was 
stricken from the o tion list. 

The Pearl saloon’’ is now firmly estab- 
lished in business, therefore, aiter running 
for three months without a license and hav- 
ing $1,200 in fines remitted to it and lost to the 
city treasury. The. residents of the Diock 
where the saloon stands state that from the 
start they stood no show of securing an en- 
forcement of the law by Czar Ziegenhein. 
Their visits to his office.are described as 
farces of the purest water.

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HELPING THE POOR 


The Good Work of Aiding the Needy Still 
in Progress—Destitution. 


The Post- DISPATCH receiving depot at No. 
517 Market street was Opened this morning at 
an early hour, and for awhile the men in 
charge were kept very busy assorting and 
arranging the new donations which were sent 
in. There were bundles of clothes, both for 
women and men, bundles of quits 
and covers, sacks and bundles of 
shoes, meal, bread, preserves, meat and 
crackers. In fact everything that goes to 


make up the contents of the ordinary —— 
store, excepting the hardware, was brough 
into the depot. 

The Post-DisPaTcH agents, assisted by the 
agents of the charitable societies, divided the 
goods into huge heaps and piles so that 
could be loaded into the wagons without de- 

and be sent to the various dis 
centers about the city, where trained and ex- 
rienced men will place the supplies where 
hey will do the greatest good to the greatest 
number, 

During the morning hours a steady stream 
of additions to the various piles of gar- 
ments and og oy flowed in. These were 
received and divided around with the rest 
and sent out in the wagons to the distribut- 
ing depots. 

The Posr- Dis raren wagons during the 
r were kept busy making the rounds 
of the city, collecting bundles and packages 
of all sorts residences and stores which 
had not the facilities for sending such large 
bundles to the receiving depots. The terri- 
tory thus covered extended m the dow n- 
town neighborhoods to points as far out as 
Grand avenue. 

The needy poor are still very numerous. At 
the receiving depot there were many women 
and children appiying for aid under the im- 
pression that distributions were made there. 
They came as a rule with notes of recom- 
mendation from persons, of standing who 
knew them to be in needy circumstances. 
These unfortunates, many of whom me 
long distances, were badly disappointed. at 
not being attended to there. hey were 
directed to various distributing places, in 
ory aaa with the localities in which they 

ved. 

Mr. R. M. Scruggs was about bright and 
early this morning and said: ‘‘We need more 
clothing and more shoes. In fact we will be 
compelled to buy 150 pairs of shbes to-day, as 
most of our peopleare in absolute need of 
footwear. Clothing, too, of all sorts is wel- 
come and can be put toimmediate use. I 
have received some very liberal donations of 
money this morning, which will heip us outa 
great deal. 

Agent Clark of the Provident Association 
was pven a large supply of clothing this 
morning to distribute at the Provident Asso- 
Clation depots. This will heip them out 
greatly, but still the demand is so great that 
ail those having old clothes to give should 
send them in immediately.

It is not to be 
supposed that he is the whole Central Elec- 
tric Railway. The question is, whom does he 
represent?

Grand Duke Constantine of Russia His 
Latest Illustrious Mark. 


THE CZAR’S COURT LOSES A PROMINENT 
FIGURE. 


He Once Arrested His Elder Brother, the 
Late Czar—British Press Comment on 
the Recent Elections—Serious Disturb- 
ances Reported in German East Africa 
—Canada’s Cabinet—Foreign News. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 2%.—The Grand Duke 
Nicolaevitch Constantine, the second son and 
fourth child of the late Emperor Nich6las of 
Russia, and uncle of the present Czar, died 
to-day. The late Grand Duke Constantine, 
who was Grand Admiral of the Imperial 
fleet, was born Sept. 21 (or according to the 
old style, which is still in use in Russia, on 
Sept. 9), 1827. He was educated for the naval 
service, having as his tutor Admiral Lutke, 
the circumnavigator of the globe, under 
whose orders the Grand Duke subsequently 
served and obtained the rank of post captain 
in the Russian Navy. 

In his capacity as Admiral thaGrand Duke 
Constantine once arrested his elder brother, 
the late Emperor of Russia, who was on 
board his ship at the time. For this the 
Grand Duke Constantine was himself placed 
under arrest for u considerable time by his 
father. The late Grand Admiral of the Im- 
perial Navy married Aug.30,1848, the Princess 
Alexandria, daughter of Duke Joseph of 
Saxe-AltenbDurg. 

In addition to being Grand Admiral of Rus- 
sia the Grand Duke Constantine was Com- 
mandant of the Fourth Brigade Infantry of 
the Guard, Colonel of the regiment of the 
Hussars of the late Grand Dyke Michael Paul- 
owitch, a member ofthe Council of Military 
Schools and President of the Grand Council of 
the Empire. 


DISQUIETING RUMORS. 


REPORTS OF DISTURBANCES IN GERMAN EAST 
AFRICA. , 

BERLIN, Jan. 25.—Disquieting rumors are in 
circulation regarding the situation in Ger- 
man East Africa. It is said that serious dis- 
turbances have occurred along the coast. 
The Government refuses to make public any 
of the news it has received, but it is Known 
that the military authorities are making 
preparations to forward reinforcements 10 
Kast Africa. Private advices received in 
Berlin state that the German position is se- 
verely shaken, and that the danger is spread- 
ing to the British Colonies, 

Since the substitution of a civil for a milli- 
tary government German prestige in 
East Africa bas greatly suffered. Reports of 
threatened risings and open rebellion are 
received from all parts of German territory. 

The attempts of Baron Von Soden, the Ger- 
man Civil Governor of East Africa, to levy 
taxes, have provoked the natives. He has 
also become embroiled in quarrels with the 
Arabs and Indian traders. 


BRITISH POLITICS. 


PRESS COMMBPNT ON THE ROSSENDALE ELEC- 
TION—REDMOND'S POSITION. 

Loypown, Jan. 26.—The Standard says: It 
would be folly to attempt to disguise the 
severity of the defeat in the Rossendale Divi- 
sion. The gloomiest estimate bad not an- 
ticipated such a hostile majority. We have 
made our account with the fact that a cer- 
tain amount of good-humored indifference 
has superseded in the minds of many Iiberals 
the dislike to home rule entertained in 1886,’’ 

The Chronicle commenting on the Rossen- 
Gale election refers tothe extreme modera- 
tion of Mr. Maden’s home rule views and 
says: ‘‘Rossendale supported a man who de- 
clines to pledge himself to Mr. Gladstone’s 
home rule bill until he has it. If the country 
generally shares these doubts the Govern- 
ment should not delay an hour more than 
necessary the dissolution of Parliament, or 
stand in the way of a Parliament with Mr. 
Gladstone as leader, dependent for official 
lifeona majority represented by the men 
who won Rossendale—Messrs. Maden and 
Davitt.’’ 

Speaking at Ennis yesterday Mr. John E. 
Redmond, the newly elected member of the 
House of Commons for Waterford, while he 
denied the actual existence of overtures fora 
reconciliation between the two sections of 
the Irish Parlimentary party, indicated that 
there was some ground for the rumors, and 
that the Parnellites were willing to receive 
such overtures, He said that the Parnellites 
are in favor of peace, but added that it must 
be peace with honor. The McCarthyites’ 
suggestions, he declared, did not yet suffice 
to satisfy the Parnellites, but the latter’s 
opponents were showing a more conciliatory 
frame of mind, and had adopted a better 
tone, which gave hopes of the success of the 
movement in the future. 

The Independent (Parnellite) commenting 
upon the election of Mr. Maden (Gladstonian) 
at Rossendale, to fll the vacancy in the 
liouse of Commons, made by the elevation of 
Lord Hartington to the peerage as Duke of 
Devonshire, says: ‘‘Clearly Mr. Gladstone 
has the country at his back. It is the duty of 
ireland to press him to take the country into 
his confidence and disclose the particulars of 
his home rule scheme.

CANADIAN CABINET CHANGES—POLAND’'S 84

OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 25.—It was decided 
last night by Premier Abbott in what respect

The announcement was read with interest 
by many, Owing to the prominence of the two 
young people, the news of whose union was 
thus conveyed totheirfriends.

If he were as friendly as the others, 
the assignment would be re- 
called and he would resume business 
again in St. Louls but without 
the Chicago branch. 1 must not be sup- 
posed, however, that he and Mr. Post were 
not on good terms, as they were and would 
continue so. The papers had made a mistake 
in reporting the firms business at $6,000,000 a 
year. That would mean 60,000 cars and that 
was ridiculous. The statement would have 
been more correct tf two ciphers had been 
cut off the amount—-$60,000 would do better.

A NIGHT RAID. 


Health Offfcers Invade New York’s Italian 
Tenement District. 

New Tonk, Jan. 2%.—Italians, as a rule, 
dread the Health Department ddctors and 
resort to all kinds of tricks to avoid being 
vaccinated. Dr. Cyrus Edson, Chief of the 
Sanitary Bureau of the Board of Health, 
when he learned this, decided that he would 
himself head a band of physicians who, 
backed by the police, would make a secret 
sally upon the infected houses. They met on 
the corner of Bleecker and Sullivan streets 
about 9:30 o’clock Friday ‘night, and pro- 
ceeded to take a tour of the houses 
from 141 to 152 Sullivan street, both 
front and rear. All of these houses are 
regulation Itallan double-decked tenement 
structures. The news that the houses 
were fo be raided had evidently been well 
circulated in the neighborhood for when the 
doctors started on their tour of investigation 
they were followed by asmallarmy of hood- 
lums. All the tenants in the marked houses 
had prepared for inspection by going to bed. 
Tne brs house visited was at 141 Sullivan 
street. The doctors, police and a reporter 
entered a low, dark and dirty hallway and 
knocked at a door.

n official of the Health Board, was the 
answer.

HOPE FOR DR. GRAVES, 


Grounds Upon Which a New Trial May Ee 
Granted. 


DENVER, Colo., Jan. 25.—The lawyers of Dr. 
Graves claim that he must have a new trial 
on account of an error in Judge Rising’s in- 
structions to the court. The Judge used the 
following words in his instructions: 

That the law requiring you to be satisfied of the 
defendant's guilt beyond a reasonable doubt, in order 
to warrant a conviction, does not require that you 
should be satisfied beyond a reasonable doubt of 
each link in the chain of circumstances relied upon 
to establish the defendant's guilt. 

The Supreme Court granted a neu trial in 
the case of Clare et al vs. The People on ac- 
count of the following instructions of the 
Court to the jury: 

That the rule requiring that the jury be satisfied of 
the defendant's guilt beyond @ reasonable doubt, in 
order to warrant a conviction, does, notrequire that 
the ju should be satisfied beyond a reasonable 
doubt of each link in the chain of circumstances re- 
lied upof to establish the defendant's guilt. 

The Graves case will be argued before the 
Supreme Court next week.

AT DEATH’S DOOR. 


Capt. William Connor Dying at the Mul- 
lanphy Hospital. 

If you drop in at the office of Manager John 
W. Norton about noon nowadays you will 
miss him. That is his hour fora visit to his 
friend Capt. William M. Connor, 
tho famous landlord of the St. 
James Hotel in New York. Capt. 


Connor is dying slowly at the Mullanphy 
Hospital, nursed by his devoted daughter, 
Mignon, and cheered by the visits of Man- 
ager Norton and others of the Elks who are 
his friends. Dr. William M. Bry- 
son is his physician, and pays him 
daily visits, frequently calling on him even 
oftener. He requires the most careful 
attendance constantly. His condition has 
not changed materially since Manager Nor- 
ton went to Hot Springs where he was being 
treated, and brought him to St. Louis, and 
he is too weak to take any very positive in- 
terest in his own business affairs. 

But his friends are doing that for hi to 
some purpose. Capt. Connor was such a 
generous man in the my fe of his prosperit 
that scores of influential people in New Yor 
took up the cudgels for him when he was sat 

by creditors at the first signs 
breaking down and asked 
out ot a business which 
managed with success for 
pears. When thecreditors went further than 
that and ejected Capt. Connor and his wife 
by force the resentment of his friends took 
a helpful and practical form. They 
employed a firm of good lawyers 
and had asuit for $200,000 damages led 
against the creditors for depriving the Cap- 
tain of the interest he claimed in the hotel. 
More than that, they promised to file another 
sult for damages on account of the unfeeling 
method of the ejectment. 

The complaint alleges that up to Nov. 23, 
1891, Capt. Connor was proprietor and lessee 
of the St. James Hotel. 

Itis further stated that on the 25th day of 
last February the defendant creditors entered 
into a written agreement, in which they 
pledged themselves toapply a certain amount 
of the revenue of the hotel to the payment of 
the accrued rent under Connor’s lease from 
the owners of the property. As security, 
1 — Connor gave a bill of sale to detendant 
Milton J. Robbins. Under this agreement 
Capt. Connor was to receive $600 per month 
and residence and board for himself and 
family.
